The alternative course is to dissolve 
parliament and hold a general election at as 
early a date as practicable—having regard 
to the trend of events oversea. The vote in 
Grey North may be taken as making it 
likely that the election will be held earlier 
than was otherwise probable. 

The situation in Europe being what it is, 
it would be an advantage if the election 
could follow the final defeat of Germany 
and the end of the war. Because, 
whether this happens or not, the issues 
will have to do with the settlement rather 
than the war itself, and with post-war 
policies rather than wartime policies 

Hitler is coming to the end of his rop¢ 
No broad changes in Canada’s war effort 
could be made in time to affect the out- 
come. Nor are any such changes needed 
Canada is doing its part and will continue 
to do its part to the end, whenever the 
elections are held. And however they might 
result could make little difference so far as 
the war is concerned. 

The first question the electors will have 
to decide, whenever the vote is called, is 
whether they want to be represented at the 
peace conference by Mr. King, by Mr. 
Bracken or by Mr. Coldwell. That will be 
the basic issue in the contest, for the elect- 
ion is certain to come before the confer- 
ence. On.that question the voters had 
therefore better make up their minds be- 
fore the sound and fury of the campaign 
breaks upon them.
